The earth is taken alongside 
of the row, thus affording additional 
drainage, while tho mound when fin- 
ished must be well packed down with 
the back of the; spail. . 
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further protect from the weat-Vr. This 
will keep off both rain and r,*A if prop- 
erly placed. In taking out any cabbage 
during winter at once cover up the row 
to protect the remaining heads. An- 
other method is to plant the cabbage 
roots downward instead of inverting 
them, and then pursuing the same gen- 
eral plan as above.— American Agricult- 
urist. 

l-l.ce or Whole Hoot Grafting. 

The disadvantages of piece roots as 
enumerated by Professor Bailey before 
the last meeting of nurserymen, are: 1. 
Boots more prongy and more horizontal, 
i. e., surface rooting, therefore not so 
hardy. 2. Small growth the first year. 
8. Union imperfect on pieces of roots. 
i. Trees more crotrhed. 5. Trees apt to 
tip over in orchard. 6. Not bo long 
lived. 

Tho advantages of piece roots, accord- 
ing to the samo authority, are: 1. Allow 
milking more trees. 2. Hasten cheap 
multiplication, a. Allow of deep and 
consequent rooting of scions of value in 
the northwest where it is good, even for 
stone fruits, the Chickasaw plum being 
used for grafting peaches. 4. Enable 
us to increase rapidly onr stock of rare 
plants, of which we cannot get seeds or 
cuttings. 

The advantages of whole roots are 
briefly summed up as follows: 1. Better, 
deeiier and finer roots. 2. Have more 
force, therefore get larger trees. 3. Bud- 
ding on whole roots is the best in nearly 
all cas«>s where hardiness is not of special 
importance.
